Both Annifs Foiiirlit Ferociously 
For a Week and t lie Desperate 
Fighting Still Continues. 



AN APPALLING DEATH ROLL. 



y Preliminary Reports Indicate That 

About (;o.(i(K) Mpii of Koth Sides 
Were Killed or Wuuuded. 



Th« Largest Portion of tha Fatalltiat 

Were Among the Russians — Jap- 
anese Have Won a Swesping 
and Deeislva VIetary. 

Toklo, Oct. 17. — There la a stronc; 
appeal for peace in ihc appaliiig tras- 
edy Which is now under enactment iu 
Manchuria. Both armies have fought 
ferociously for a week and desperate 
flgtattag still oontinaes. It is proba- 
hie that the death rf)ll will be larKcly 
Increased before the final shot is fired. 

The preliniiniiiy icixirts indicate 
that about (iO.OUO men of both sides 
have been either killed or wounded, 
the larger portion of them being Rub- 
aians. since the armies of tfte two bel- 
ligerents closed in combat. 

Even the Japanese, to whom tli'-' 
great victory Is of paramonnt inipm 
tance, seem to be shocked by the 
slaughter of their enemies. The Jap- 
anese people are receiving the news 
from the field pf battle calmly and 
there can be heard no shouts in thi^ 
Bfreets proclaiming the victory of 
their nation. Few flags are displayed. 
Probably later on a procession with 
the consequent Jolliflcation but there 
are heard many expressions of opinion 
that no demonstration of any kind 
•..hoiild be held. .\ pioniinent .lapan- 
ese haid to a press correspondent Sun- 
day: 

"We have won a sweeping and a de- 
cisive victory which may prove to be 

the salvation of mir country's exist- 
ence, but regret liotli onr own losses 
and the terrible slaiishter which on;- 
forces have inflicted on the enemy. 
We regret still more the necessity 
which forced us to engage in this 
war." 

A member of the diplomatic corps 
In an interview said: "I believe the 
world will recoil from the sidieninK 
slaughter of this battle. Every Inter- 
est of homanity demands the adjust- 
ment of the differences between the 
twp nations and the proclamation of 
peace. The situation between the two 
belligerents is a delicate one, but what 
a splendid triumph for diplomacy it 
would be if peace could be arranged." 

8t. Petersburg, Oct. 17. — The otteial 
veil was Sunday lifted from the ghast- 
ly tragedy around Shahke, but even 
the official account, supplemented by 
the various news press dispatches 
leaves much uncertainty as to the 
situation. Out of the fragmentary in- 
formation at band it Is possible only 
to conclude that the costly withdrawal 
and retreat from Lino Yang is being 
duplicated upon ;in even srtatrr scale, 
after more desperate fighting and 
heavier losses. 

Qen. Kuropatkin's story leaves the 
RuBBlans^still tenaciously holding the 
north hank of the Shahke river, but 
general belief is that this is only tho 
denperate finale of one of the greatest 
military dramas of history and that 
the Russian army as a whole is retir- 
ing towards Mukden, having suffered 
at the most conservative estimate a 
loHK of over 30,0(ifl. 

t)f the left flank, which was one of 
the most important points in the lino 
of battle, absolutely nothing is heard, 
which leaves tH^ tfkference that it is 
not in a position to communicate with 
the remainder of the army. All the 
wounded are being carried to Harliin 
further north. It is understood that 
the correspondents also have been or 
dered to Harbin, which indicates that 
the retreat will not even stop at Tie 
Pass. All hopes of the world heralded 
advance to Port Arthur have been 
abandoned. From the military prdnt 
of view the most bitter disappoint- 
ment is in the knowledge that the re- 
versal seals the fate of the heroic de- 
fenders of Fort Arthur, who are now 
without -hope of succor from the out- 
side world, " 

'I'be latest reports from the battle 
nr«' of Sunday afieinooii ami evening 
when the Russians were carrying on 
a heavy rear guard fight, evidently 
retiring on Mnkden. Oans. Oku and 
Nodzu were concentrating for another 
blow on the Russian right, where the 
lighting is described as having been 
furious. Gen. Nodzu Is reported to 
have been wounded serioualjr, but tkU 
can not be confirmed. 

Ifnkden itself remains quiet, though 
the sounds of battle are plainly heard 
to the southward. The railway sta- 
tion is congested with trains of wound 
ed proceeding to Harbin. The hospital 
facilities are completely overtaxed. 
Six thousand wounded arrived at Muk- 
den on Saturday alone. The heroic 
surgeoLS and nursea. maoy of whom 



have been without sleep for 36 hours, 
are ready to drop with fatigue. 

Mukden, Oct. 17. — The battle wa? 
renewed and continued throuphout 
Sunday nisht, being especially heavy 
at midnight. The Russians retain 
their position along the Shahke rlvei 
and have made frequent attacks upon 
the Japanese, capturing six of the lat 
ter's guns. The esstern army Is help 
Ing the western forces. There was 
very heavy artillery fire Monday. Th€ 
fighting Is now centered on the plain. 

Shahke is again In the bands of the 
Russians. After the last evacuatioi 
of the village by the Russians the Jap 
anese failed In an attempt to reoccupj 
it and now the village is held by Kua 
sian infantry. 



CONNECTICUT MONUMENT. 



It Was Dedicated at Orchard Knob in 
the Preaenee ef Theiiaanda. 

Chatfanooga. Tenn., Oct. 17, — Thou- 
sands of people assembled at Orchard 
Knob, the famous battle ground north- 
east of this city, Sunday afternoon, to 
witness the dedicatton of the monu- 
ment erected by the state of Connec- 
ticut to the Fifth and Twentieth Con- 
necticut volunt( or r«'^;iinents by Gov. 
Abiram Chamberlain and a distin- 
guished party of Connecticut. The pa- 
rade to the dedication ground was the 
most gorgeous of its kind ever seen 
in Chattanooga and was led by an es- 
cort composed nf the povernor's guard 
and bands of Hartford and New Ha- 
ven and the Third Tenne.'^se infantry, 
national guard. The weather was 
beautiful and the ceremonies were 
very ilfipressive. The monument was 
presented to the governor by Capt. 
Sanford E. Chaffee, of Dei by. Ct ., who 
was one of the commission which 
erected the monnnn m Cnx. Cham- 
berlain received the monument and 
presented to Oen. H. V. Boynton, presi- 
dent of the Chickamauga national park 
commission. Gov. Chamberlain and 
party left Sunday night for home. 

THK STKKL WORKERS. 



Probable Thsy Will Be Aeked to Ac- 
cept a Reduction In Wagea. 

Cbicapo, Oct. 17.— Steel workers em- 
ployed In the rail and sheet depart- 
ments of the Illinois Steel Co.'s plant 
at South Chicago have been notified 
that when the present agreement ex- 
pires January 1 next it will not hp re 
newed. The workmen understand this 
to mean that they will be asKeil to ac- 
cept the same reduction in wagea and 
the same lengthening of houra aa were 
recently enforced in the eompany'a 
plant at Joliet. The Jollet steel work- 
ers accepted a cut of 15 to 43 per 
cent, in wages and their work day was 
lenplhened about two hours. Nearly 
4,tK)0 men will be affected at South 
Chicago.

AT A DANCE. 



Shook ef the Exploaion Could Be 
Heard For Miles and Windows 
in Residences For flocks 
Around Were Bhattered. 

Rensselaer, Ind,, Oct. 17.— The feel- 
ing that has been growing here since 
the failure of the .McCoy bank last 
.April reached a climax Sunday night 
when the beautiful home of Thomas J. 
McCoy, who was identified with his 
father in the operations of the bank, 
was totally destroyed by dynamite. 

The shock of the explosion could be 
heard for miles, Windows in resi- 
dences for blocks around were shat- 
tered and some of the business houses 
suffered. 

The McCoy family was not at home 
at the time and it i.s believed that 
none of tlieni are in tlie city. Thomas 
.McCoy ha.s been in Lafayette for sev- 
eral days, but reports are current that 
he is now visiting in Chicago with bis 
daughter. Mrs. McCoy ia thotiglit to 
be in Lafayette, 

The wreck of the home Is complete. 
'Iho walls were blown outward, pre- 
cipitating the roof Into tlie basement. 
Fragments of the residence and pieces 
furniture were fbund hundreds of 
feet away. 

The loss can not be corrc^ctly r sti- 
mated, but the ixsideiice iilone is 
known to have cost more than $i:."i,iiimi. 
It was elaborately furnished. There 
is considerable excitement ia the city. 
No {..-rests have been made. 

Immediately after the explosion a 
crowd gathered about the ruins, but 
no effort was made to capture the guil- 
ty persons. It is believed there were 
three or four of the dynamiters, as it 
is reported that several men were 
seen about the premiae* loat before 

the explosion. 

'I be .McCoy li;inl< fiiile<l l;ist April, 
the liabilities greatly exceeding the 
assets. Many families lost heavily, 
as the bank was one of the best-known 
and oldest established in this part of 
the slate. 

Thomas J, McCoy Is at present un- 
der f2<i.iHi(i bond on charges of embez- 
zlement. The grand jury returned 22 
indictments against him Individually 
and two Jointly with his father and 
two jointly with Walter If. White, as- 
sistant cashier. 

Recently the McCoys appeared In 
court and jietitioned for a change of 
venue, which was granted, and their 
cases were sent to three adjoining 
counties. The indictments against 
Mr. White were quashed. 

TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE. 



Four Pertons Wers Suffocated and 15 
Overeeme By Smoke. 

New York, Oct. 17. — Pour persons 

were siifficated .-md l.'i wrro overcome 
by .smoke in a fire which gutted a five- 
story brick doul)le tenement house at 
1^ Moore street, WiilianiBburgK early 
Monday. Two of the Injured, a boy 
and a girl — probably will die. Incen- 
diarism is suspected. 

The fire originated In the basement 
and ran -up a dumb waiter fhaft, caus- 
ing the crowded )l;iis to fill rapidly 
with smoke. The flames spread 
through the flats on the fourth and 
fifth floors and escape for the persons 
asleep there was cut off. Firemen and 
police did heroic work and soon res 
cued more than a score, 15 of whom 
were almost suffocated. One fireman 
in attempting a daring rescue was 
overcome by smoke and had to be ca^ 
ried out by hie fellows. 

The First of its Kind. 

Friar's Point, Miss,. Oct. 17.— A 
white man named r>ickey, father cf 
two sets of twins born within ten 
months, has been convicted by a white 
Jury of criminal assault on a Negro 
child and given a life sentence. It is 
the first conviction ot the kind fn Mis

he refused to keep a promise to marry 
her.

While the dance wa.s in ijfoiirpss a 
juarrel arose beiwi en IV 1 1 \- ;ind lieiuy 
iJowman, brothers, ( u < i,' side, ami 
Walter and Jasper Conrad, also 
brothers, on the ether side. Knives 
and pistols were used freely, and in 
the melee Walter Conrad wa.s stabbf d a 
number of times in tlie ba. k and abdo- 
men. Seeing bis brother fall, Jasper 
Conrad began shooting proniscuously, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Gunn were Injured. 
Harvey Walden. a mutual friend of 
the young men, tried to separate thorn, 
and, while playing the part of a peace- 
maker, got injured himself. All the 
parties are under arrest. The fight and 
its terrible results broui^t the dance 
to an abrupt termtaatleB.

Washington, Oct. 17.— Tbe v \»<\- nf 
the I'nited States commission of in- 
vestigation upon the disaster to tbe 
cteamer General Hlocum. appointed 
June 28 laat by the then secretary of 
commerce and labor, Ctoorge B. Cor- 
telyou, was made public Sunday.

The report states ihiii the < ;eii''!:il 
Slocum was owned by the Knicker- 
bocker Steamboat Co., a New York 
corporation; that tbe Slocum was last 
Inspected by Henry Lundberg and 
,Tohn W. Fleming, .May .". and 
that the current cert ifieai es of inspec- 
tion at the time of the disaster waa 
issue<l May 0, by James \. Oiitnont, 
inspector of hulls, and Thomas H. nar- 
rett, inspector of boilers, the board of 
local inspectors at the port of New 
York. In describiii,i; the Sloeiini the 
report says that it was construcied en- 
tirely of wood: that ibe iipp( r \vorU;i 
were in a highly inflammable condi- 
tion and that there were no fire proof 
hatchea or bulkheads. The commit- 
tee states that there are many simi- 
lar vessels (loins servic«' in the I'liit 
ed States, fbi cdtist rui'i ion nf wliich is 
quite as i: - < i i i'. i'-^. 

Regarding the origin of the fire the 
report says:

The fire-fighting apparatus was in 
bad condition and no effort was mttdc 
hy the crew to )i;;ht the flames, and 
when tho vessel was iiei-chfid liui lit- 
tle effort was rMjile xd res'-'K ;'t. ii.^-*- 
.-((mgers still on board. The lite kuv- 
ing apparatus was in an extremely bad 
condition. The report says: 

"It is undeniable that the loea' 
board in this port did not (lo its diiix-. 
Upon tbe fiipervisiuK insin ctor, i!h r'^- 
fore, must rest a l:in;e slmre of ro- 
sponsibility for the existence of such 
Inefficiency and neglect" 



Three Killed and Eight Hurt 

Boston, Oct 17. — Thn (■ rnin il 
States soldiers were killed and eiL;lit 
were injured, one fatally, by the pre- 
mature explosion of powder as u ton- 
Inch mortar was being loaded at Fort 
lianks, Winthrop. Of the injured only 
one was dangerously hurt. 

Chief Staff Officials Killed. 

Mukden, Oct. 17. -Two divisional 
commanders huve lost their chief 
ataff officers who mot death heroically 
lading their regiments. Shrapnel fell 
near Oen. Kuropatkin. He ahowod 
desperate ene^ff and remained hope- 
ful.

"Tbe prices of domestic commodities 
bars bad an average increase from tbe 
lowest standard reached in ispt; of 37 
per cent. No sensible an I well in 
formod man will seriously as.«Mt that 
since 1896 the averafo w%se rate has in 
creased to that extent — more than one 
third. There is no worKiiian in thf 
land who can testify to the accuracy 
of this. The PrasldsBt'S contention 1« 
that the alleged greater proportionat-' 
increase of the averafs wage to the 
Inersaaad coat of livfaiff has been due 
to the beneficent protection afforded to 
labor by the tariff. Here again the 
President's position ia contested b> 
labor itself.

At Fall River, Mans., 26,000 textile 
operators are out of work and de 
prlved of wagea becauae they would 
not consent to a flat wage reduction 
of 1- per I'ent 111 Chie.afin the Meat 
Trust baa cruahed to death one of tha 
noat powsTfal labor organisations be- 
cause it demanded a reasonable in- 
crease of wages for tbe under-paid 
laborers. Ths Btsel. Iron and Tin 
Trust's, Interests protected by the tariff, 
have been largely reducing their wage 
schedules, as has also the Glass Trust. 
Tbe artisans, mechanics and all aorta 
of their unskilled helpers, to whom the 
taiiff does not even pretend to give 
protection, receive high wages, and 
will continue to receive them ao long 
aa their unions ri-niain intact. But 
what single taritt-protected industry 
pays Its Workmen the same generous 
reward for their labor that the un- 
protected activities pay their em- 
plojroes for their labor."
